Blair said the 
city of St. Louis has enough 
money to pay for hiring an addi- 
tional 300 policemen. 

Current Budget Insufficient. 

Priest said there is not enough 
money in the current police de- 
partment budget to pay for more 
officers. He said possibly the 
Governor was referring to added 
revenue expected to be derived 
from the increased earnings tax. 
The Missouri Supreme Court has 
held that the city must pay po- 
lice expenses authorized by the 
legislature. 

In addition to St. Louis’s needs, 
Kansas City needs 200 more po- 
lice officers to fight alarming 
increases in crime rates, Blair 
said. 

He met with members of the 
Kansas City Board of Police 
Commissioners.

Khrushchev’ s Letter to 
Eisenhower Said to 
Sum Up His Views 
on Peiping. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev has 
sent a confidential letter to 
President Eisenhower backing 
up Red China’s claim to Nation- 
alist-held Formosa. 

State Department officials, 
confirming receipt of the letter, 
vigorously denied that it ex- 
pressed Red China's willingness 
to abandon use of force to settle 
international problems in all 


Far East areas including For- | 


mosa 

These authorities said there is 
“no foundation in fact’ for a 
report to that effect. 

The Chicago Sun-Times in a 
Washington dispatch had told of 
such a report, presenting it only 
as a version which could not be 
corroborated. The story report- 
ed the Khrushchev letter “is 
said to contain a new offer from 
Red China to the United States.’’ 

Khrushchev’s letter, delivered 
to the State Department last 
Wednesday, is understood to sum 
up anew Khrushchev’s views on 
Red China. 

Leaders Far Apart. 


Mr. Eisenhower and Khrush- 
chev wound up far apart in their 
Camp David conferences about 
, Asia. They agreed to discontinue 
talks on that subject because of 
this wide gulf. 


Officials familiar with Khrush- 
chev’s letter said it offers no 
new concessions which might 
ease the sharp dispute between 
_Red China and the United States. 

Khrushchev’s letter is partly 
based, these informants said, on 
his talks with Red China leaders 
'in Peiping. Khrushchev flew to 
_the Red China capital a few days

Craft Weisatns Around 
When It Plunges at 
Parks Air College 
Near East St. Louis. 


An Army helicopter crashed 
today while making a demon- 
Stration for students at Parks 
Air College near East St. Louis. 


Aboard the aircraft were Chief 
Warrant Officer Ronald D. Pam- 
pel, the pilot, and Sgt. Thomas 
Harris Jr., the crew chief. Both 
are assigned ‘to the Army Air- 
craft Testing Center at Fort 
Rucker, Ala. 


Pampel was reported to have 
suffered a back injury. Harris 
was less seriously injured. Both 
men were taken to St. Mary’s 
Hospital in East St. Louis. 

The helicopter was a newly 
developed turbine-powered plane 
called the Iroquois. 

Witnesses said the helicopter 
had completed a low-level, high 
speed pass over the Parks Col- 
lege air field, and was turning 
around when it began falling. 

It appeared that the pilot al- 
most pulled the craft out of a 
sudden plunge, but the tail sec- 
tion struck the ground and 
snapped off, 

The cabin. section then fell to 
the field and rolled over several 
timés, coming to rest on its side. 
The impact dislodged the engine. 

The plane has been in the St. 
Louis area since last Thursday. 
It was on its first ‘cross-country 
test flight, and had completed 
about half of its planned 4800- 
mile trip through 15 states. 

As part of the test flight, the 
plane had been stopping at col- 
leges to acquaint aeronautical 
engineering students with its 
characteristics. 

The craft was manufactured 
by Bell Helicopter Corp. and was 
assigned to the Fort Rucker test- 
ing center. Officially called the 
HU-1A, it is designed primarily 
for transportation of personnel 
and evacuation of casualties.

Gibbons, secretary-treasurer of 
the local, said it is apparent 
from the nature of the docu- 
ments asked for that the Gov- 


ernment is emphasizing political | 


contributions. Authorities also 
apparently are checking to de- 
termine whether any funds are 


missing, Gibbons told a re- 
porter. 
Wayne H. Bigler, first as- 


sistant United States attorney, 
said the documents were being 
studied in the continuing inves- 
tigation of the Teamsters Union. 


He declined to reveal the spe- | 


cific matters under investiga- 
tion. Bigler heads a section of 
his office which deals with a 
bor racketeering. 

Officers of Local 688 surren- 
dered about 10 sets of records 
in response to subpenas issued 
by the United States district 
court. Bigler said several docu-

Bigler said the present phase 
of the investigation was centered 
on Local 688, which is composed 
of warehousemen and distribu- 
tion workers. The local was the 
springboard by which Gibbons 
rose to national prominence in 
the Teamster organization. 


The Post-Dispatch learned that 
the investigation was intensified 
as a result of a recent statement 
by James R. Hoffa, president of 
the national union, that other 
Teamster locals throughout the 
country would adopt the Local 
688 plan of collecting political 
funds. 

The local has for years been 
collecting 25 cents a month from 
members for political purposes. 
The amount was increased re- 
cently to 35 cents. The contribu- 
tors sign statements that they 
are acting voluntarily. 

It is unlawful to use union 
funds for political contributions. 
Unions may collect funds for po- 
litical purposes on a voluntary 
basis, however. 

Bigler said he expected to be 
able to decide within the next 
30 days whether results of the 
investigation should be presented 
to a grand jury for considera- 
tion. 

Affairs of Local 688 have been 
under inquiry for several years. 
Gibbons once was indicted on a 
technical charge, but the indict- 

_ment later was dismissed. He 
| was sent to jail briefly for con- 
tempt of court when he refused 
to make some records available 
to a grand jury. 


Gibbons Here for Meeting. 

Gibbons, who is national 
executive vice president of the 
Teamsters, was in St. Louis last 
night to attend a meeting of 
Teamsters Joint Council 13, 
which he also heads. 

The purpose of the meeting, 
held at the Teamster building, 
1641 South Kingshighway, was to 
end the dissension caused by 
Gibbons’s bitterly disputed elec- 
tion as president. The election 
was held in January 1958. 

Delegates from the 22 locals 
in the council were tense as the 
meeting began. Members said a 
more amicable atmosphere pre- 
vailed later as leaders of both

CAMAGUEY, Cuba, Oct. 21 
(AP)—The commander of Prime 
Minister. Fidel Castro’s armed 
forces in Camaguey province, 
accused of treason, surrendered 
quietly today after radio calls by 
the government rallied peasants 
and workers against his head- 
quarters. 

Castro himself flew from Ha- 
vana. Between 4000 and 5000 
workers and machete-armed 
peasants swarmed the streets of 
this provincial capital in a call 
to arms against Maj. Hubert 
Matos. But armed action proved 
unnecessary. 


Maj. Camilo Cienfuegos, the 
Cuban army commander, walked 
unopposed into Matos’s head- 
quarters and arrested him on a 
charge of plotting to unseat the 
Castro government. 

A critic of some phases of 
Castro's agrarian reform pro- 
gram, Matos offered his resigna- 
tion Monday when the prime 
mnister’s 29-year-old brother 
Raul was named the new min- 
ister of the Cuban armed forces. 
The appointment gave Raul com- 
plete control of Cuba’s armed 
forces. 

About 15 members of Matos’s 
staff, in refuge with him at the 
military headquarters, told Cien- 
fuegoes they supported Matos’s 
actions. 

“You are loyal soldiers, but 
loyal to the wrong person,”’ the 
army cOmmander told them. He 
did not order their arrest. 


Matos was ordered into house 
arrest at his official residence 
within the military headquarters. 
His wife and four children live 
there with him. 


Castro flew from Havana to 
Camaguey for an assault on the 
headquarters. He paced up and 
down the main street there while 
his radios appealed to workers 
and farmers to join him in the 
assault. 


Matos was said by residents 
of Camaguey to be ‘‘an able and 
honest leader who refused to go 
as far to the left as some of his

Walsh specifically disavowed 
the unidentified official’s com- 
ments on the legislative pro- 
posals made by the commission 
in its report last month. 

The most important of these 
proposals was for temporary 
federal registrars to enroll Ne- 
gro voters in Southern areas 
where the state registration ma- 
chinery has broken down. The 
Star story said the Justice De- 
partment official had rejected 
this idea as politically un- 
feasible. 

“With respect to the -recent 
recommendations of the Civil 
Rights Commission,”” Walsh said, 
“the department is giving them 

' careful consideration. 

“Whatever our ultimate con- 
clusion may be as to the feasibil- 
ity of these suggestions, you may 
be sure that we respect them as 
the recommendations of sincere, 
able persons who have dedicated 
themselves to the solution of 
some of the most perplexing _pub- 
lic questions of our time and 
that these suggestions merit the 
most careful and sympathetic 
consideration.” 


Criticism of Division. 
Indications were that the dis- 
puted statement came from a 
high official of the Justice De- 
partment’s Civil Rights Division. 
| The division was criticized in the 


commission’s report for ineffec- 
tual action on behalf of Negro 
voting rights, 

At a commission meeting last 
week its chairman, Dr. John A. | 
Hannah, Was asked whether he 
was still critical of the Civil 
Rights Division. He answered 
bluntly that he thought the criti- 
cism was valid when made and 
still was. 

The first head of the Civil 
Rights Division, W. Wilson 
White, resigned recently. The 
department is trying to find a 
replacement for the sensitive 
job.

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MRS. ROOSEVELT 
HITS ACHESON'S 
GERMAN POLICY

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21—Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt disagreed to- 
day with the German policy of 
the Democratic party’s chief for- 
eign affairs expert, former Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson. 

“I don’t agree with some of 
the things Mr. Acheson seems to 
be saying,” Mrs, Roosevelt told 
a press conference here today. 
“He seems to take the attitude 
that Germany did not start two 
world wars. 

“Mr. Acheson seem to be think- 
ing still of the period when he 
made foreign policy, but the in- 
ternational situation has changed 
completely since then. Nothing 
that was done at that period is 
adequate today.” 

Acheson’s Position. 

Acheson has steadfastly op-| ' 
posed any change in the policy 
of containment of Communism. 
In a recent speech in Germany, 
he said he would never have dis- 
cussed the Berlin dispute with 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev be- 
cause the situation there is sat- 
isfactory to the West. Other 
Democrats, notably George F. 
Kennan, a member of Acheson’s 
former State Department staff, 
have called for new policies, 
suggesting the western powers 
have no business in Berlin. 

Referring to Acheson's speech, 
Mrs. Roosevelt said it must be 
remembered that Germany ‘“‘did, 
in fact, start two world wars.” 
She urged a “‘rethinking’’ of 
American foreign policy, adding 
that she saw no evedence of such 
an effort in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. 

She emphasized that she would 
like to talk with Acheson con- 
cerning his views before arriv- 
ing at a final decision. She said 
she has only read newspaper 
accounts of his remarks. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was here to 
speak at a meeting of a local 
unit of the Association for the 
United Nations. 

On President’s Trip. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said President 
Eisenhower's projected trip to 
Russia probably will achieve its 
greatest value “if the Presi- 
dent’s great gift of sincerity— 
and he has a tremendous gift 
of impressing others with his 
sincere purpose—enables him to 
convince the Russians we are 
not aiming all our efforts at an- 
nihilation of the Soviet Union.” 

As for Premier Khrushchev’s 

recent visit to the United States, 
Mrs. Roosevelt appraised it as 
“generally beneficial.”” She ob- 
served: 
“I think Mr. Khrushchev got 
some sense of what freedom 
actually is. I believe he also went 
away with a feeling of the great 
vitality of the American people 
and with a greater sense of the 
unity of our people. 

“It also was beneficial to our 
people to see Mr. Khrushchev 
because, I’m afraid all Russian}. 
leaders have become to us a 
symbol of something evil. See- 
ing him reminded us that Mr. 
Khrushchev is, after all, only a 
man and perhaps took away 
some of his dread.” | 

Mrs. Roosevelt refused to 
make any comment concerning 
prospective Democratic pres- 
idential candidates. Instead, she 
stresstd the need for the Dem- 
ocrats to write a liberal cam- 
paign platform next year. 

“If the platform is liberal,” 
she asserted, “then I would 
think our candidate must be lib- 


eral. 


SUPREME COURT GRANTS 
STAY TO CARYL CHESSMAN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP) 

~The Supreme Court granted a 
stay of execution today for Caryl 
Chessman, under sentence to die 
Friday in California’s gas cham- 
ber. 
The stay was granted to per- 
mit the convict-author to file a 
new appeal. The appeal must be 
filed by Nov. 3. In granting the 
stay, the court noted that Chief 
Justice Warren had disqualified 
himself from the case. Warren 
is a former governor of Calif. 
The decision thus was made by 
eight justices. 

After the filing of a new ap- 
peal on behalf of Chessman, the 
State of California may file a 
reply in opposition. The eight 
justices then will decide in 
closed conference whether they 
will grant a hearing on the new 
appeal. A refusal to do so would 
mean that Chessman’s convic- 
tion with the penalty would 
stand.

Money for the Museum 


Museum directors like college presidents 
have become money raisers. At the outset, 
they may have felt they were entering upon 
careers in art or education, but by now they 
know their real occupation is that of making 
ends meet. The story of the economic plight of 
the colleges is familiar. That of the museums 
—even such outstanding ones as New York’s 
Metropolitan and Boston’s Museum of Fine 
Arts—if less widely known, is the same. 


This has been made amply clear in the 
fiftieth annual report of the City Art Museum, 
submitted by its director, Charles Nagel. Some 
might have expected a different story since 
this is one of the very few museums sup- 
ported by taxpayers. But the one fifth of a 
mill on each dollar of taxable property voted 
in 1907 for the “establishment, maintenance 
or extension of a museum of art” last year 
produced $332,089. Expenses ran to $592,534. 
The deficit was held down to $1146 only be- 
cause of generous endowments and gifts. 

Such contributions always will come to a 
museum which has a genuine part in com- 
munity life, and they always will be welcomed. 
Yet St. Louisans should be startled to learn 
that of 661 accessions during the year, only 
one was paid for with tax dollars. They never 
intended that their public museum should be 
utterly dependent on private individuals for 
the works of art without which it would be a 
meaningless building. 

Salaries and social security taxes ran to 
$254,264 and so ate up almost the whole of 
the sum produced by the real property tax— 
and this without the pension plan which 
ought to be set up for the museum’s retiring 
employes. Insurance, light, heat and other 
routine maintenance charges account for al- 
most all of the other expenditures. Tax pro- 
visions made more than 50 years ago hardly 
could be other than inadequate now. 


Like museums in other cities, the City Art 
Museum has fallen back on various make- 
shifts to live within its budget. For example, 
it will close its doors one day in the week. 
But its board of control has decided that a 
public museum should not charge for admis- 
sions as some institutions now do. In any 
case, admission fees—like profits on restau- 
rants and the sale of reproductions—do not 
bring in enough money to make a substantial 
difference. A Building Fund and a Jubilee 
Endowment Fund are tobe established, and 
it is hoped that these will bring even greater 
private benefactions. 


But unless the museum henceforth is mere- 
ly to conserve what has been acquired, there 
is only one effective solution: an increase in 
its tax revenue. Since it serves the whole 
metropolitan area, the ideal solution would 
be a metropolitan tax. But there is no way 
now to apply one, and the museum cannot be 
allowed to waste away until there is. The most 
practical alternative is to increase the mill tax 
on St. Louis property owners. During the 
last half-century, the voters twice approved 
such an increase for the Public Library, which 
now receives a full mill on the dollar, or five 
times what the museum receives. 


The City Art Museum has become one of 
the best in the country. Its collections are 
of the first class and well cared for. Its edu- 
cational activities will be considerably ex- 
panded with the completion of the auditori- 
um, made possible by bond issue funds. But 
it needs more exhibition space, a pension 
fund and, above all, at least a modest sum 
each year for the purchase of additional 
works of art. 

Always deeply concerned for St. Louis, Mr. 
Nagel has arranged that the convention of the 
American Association of Museums will be 
held in the city in 1964, its two-hundredth an- 
niversary. In that year St. Louis—and espe- 
cially its museum—should be on display for 
visitors from far and wide. A necessary first 
step is an increase in museum revenue. 


Unsweetened Diplomacy 

Prime Ministér Castro says Cuba will seek 
other foreign markets if the United States re- 
duces Cuban sugar quotas. “If we don’t be- 
have like nice children, they punish us,” he 
told a bank workers’ union in Havana. 

The State Department has refused to con- 
firm press reports that its notes to Cuba, urg- 
ing full payment for expropriated American 
sugar lands, have also threatened cuts in 
Cuban sugar quotas. This sort of “advice” 
would be unwise and unnecessary. Cubans 
do not have to be reminded that their econo- 
my depends on American sugar quotas; they 
know it. Resentment of such dependence is 
a prime cause of their rising nationalism. And 
use of sugar quotas as an official club to win 
private claims is bound to be interpreted as 
foreign intervention in Cuban affairs. 

While the Castro Government must be per- 
suaded to pay fairly for its expropriated prop- 
erties, the delicate state of relations between 
the two countries calls for tact and diplomacy 
and not threats. 


Where the County Defaults 


One of the reasons it costs more than it 
should to live in St. Louis county is that many 
taxpayers are supporting overlapping govern- 
tal services. .

Devereaux’s office which collects not only the’ 


county’s real and personal property taxes but 
also those due the state, the various school 
districts and certain sewer, fire, water and 
library districts, But there is no reason for 
supporting 98 municipal tax collecting agen- 
cies as well. Mr. Devereaux’s office could 
and should handle the whole works. 

Last year the county collected taxes for 
seven municipalities at a price substantially 
less than they could have handled it on their 


own; this year 14 additional cities have signed 


up for the: service, and this is encouraging: 
Even so, it is only 21 per cent of the potential 
business. Why? 7 

While it is true that municipal collectors 
and private collection agencies have a vested 
interest in running separate revenue offices, 


_ it is also true that no education of the voters 


has been conducted from the county court- 
house.

With or Without De Gaulle 


President De Gaulle’s pu pressure for a 
postponement of summit until spring 
should be dealt with firmly by President 
Eisenhower. There had been reports that 
De Gaulle was dragging his feet in private 
discussions of summit plans. These are now 
confirmed in a way which can only embarrass 
Mr. Eisenhower. By taking a public position 
for delay, De Gaulle apparently has dug in 
for a long battle with the President and 
Prime Minister Macmillan, who are committed 
to an early summit meeting. 

In view of De Gaulle’s touchy pride, it is 
no doubt wise to go through the motions of 
consulting him and securing his participation 
in the summit talks. But at some point it 
may be necessary to remind him that the de- 
cision to hold the talks has already been 
made, so far as the United States is concerned 
by the President, and so far as Britain is con- 
cerned by Mr. Macmillan. 

The decision for France is not really wheth- 
er to permit the conference, but whether to 
attend it. If necessary, it can be held without 
De Gaulle, and he may as well be told as 
much. ! (y 

Now that President Eisenhower has made 
the basic decision to go ahead with the next 
phase of the negotiations opened by Khrush- 
chev’s visit, it would be a serious mistake to 
let either De Gaulle or Chancellor Adenauer 
impair the process. Momentum is an im- 
portant factor in these matters. If the jun- 
ior partners in the Atlantic alliance succeeded 
merely in delaying the talks; that alone might 
create an unfavorable atmosphere for them. 

The President and Mr. Macmillan cannot 
afford to give the impression of hesitancy or 
of weak leadership. They have an obligation, 
now that they have taken the first step toward 
the summit, to proceed to the next in unmis- 
takable good faith, and with visible determina- 
tion to do all in their power to make it a 
success. 


Canning the ‘Canned’ Applause 


Dr. Frank Stanton, president of the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System, appears to be in a 
mood to go beyond his announcement of last 
week that CBS is eliminating all its big money 
quiz shows. He now says that his network has 
under advisement the elimination of all 
“canned” laughter and applause. 


But that is not all. CBS also has under con- 
sideration a change in its presentation of 


“spontaneous” interviews which actually are — 


rehearsed in advance. Dr. Stanton said that 
he was personally going to review all CBS 
shows to see if they are using any kind of 
deception. He believes the time has come 
to eliminate all misrepresentation on the 
networks. 


We think the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem deserves warm applause, and none of -it 
canned, if it goes ahead on this line. Tele- 
vision and radio are mediums of communica- 
tion so wonderful in themselves that they do 
not need to be identified with fakery. If CBS 
will eliminate deception it will not only please 
its listeners and viewers, it will set a standard 
of performance that other networks doubt- 
less will follow. 


Of Horses, Dark and Otherwise 


The leading dark-horse candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomination, Senator 
Symington, is extremely busy these days ap- 
plying his Missouri tactics to the national 
scene. Symington, who is not a native Mis- 
sourian, realized in 1952 he would have to 
make himself known throughout the state if 
he expected to be elected to the Senate. He 
set out to visit every hamlet he could reach 
during the campaign. 

Now he is engaged in a speaking tour de- 
signed to make his name and personality 


known throughout the land. His schedule . 


from Oct. 14 to Nov. 14 reads like that of a 
campaign windup—New Jersey, Georgia, Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut, Ohio, Florida, Louisi- 
ana, Pennsylvania, Missouri, Arkansas, Illi- 
nois, New York, California and Oklahoma. 
The Senator still says he is not campaigning 
for anything, he is just responding to invita- 
tions to deliver a speech. 

One of his most interesting speeches was 
given before the United Auto Workers’ con- 
vention. There he seemed to be saying that 
the Eisenhower Administration ought to sup- 
port a wage increase for steel workers and 
adopt a cheap-money policy. High interest 
rates, he said, do not fight inflation, but feed 
it. We think the Senator ought to develop 
this economic theory more fully, so that the 
country can learn how he would combine 
abundant cheap credit with increased wages 
and still avoid inflation. ‘ 

On the whole, Senator Symington’s ad- 
dresses have not electrified the country but 
perhaps they are serving his purpose. The 
more the “candidates” talk, however, the 
more one realizes that no Democratic aspirant 
has caught the public fancy.

‘A Disease of Society’? : 


Still another theory, whose validity 
is accepted with varying degrees of 
emphasis by most experts in the field, 
puts the blame on broken homes. But 
an impressive study made by Har- 
vard’s Sheldon and Eleanor Ghieck 
makes it clear that the way a child’s 
parents treat him is more important 
than-the way they treat each other. 

At present the most popular theory 
about juvenile delinquency seems to 
be that it is caused by psychiatric 
disturbance. As summed up by Kate 
Friedlander in The Psycho-Analytic 
Approach to Juvenile ery ter «6 
“ cy is a disease of society, 
sa edlteebe for instance, is a dis- 
ease of the individual.” Yet analysts 
working with the Gluecks found that 
only 7 per cent of the 500 delinquents 
they studied had any marked psycho- 
pathic tendencies, and they found far 
fewer neurotics among the delinquents 


agencies that are concerned with the 
problem. New approaches are con- 
stantly being tried. 

One such experiment is pavement 
pounding social work. The New York 
City Youth board found that about

one-quarter of the families producing 
delinquents were producing about 
three-quarters of them. These fami- 
lies were often the ones given up as 
“hopeless’”’ by most social agencies: 
They were too far gone to ask an 
agency for assistance and too unre- 
liable to keep appointments with the 
social workers in the agency’s office. 
The new approach is to go out and 
find them, persuade them to accept 
assistance, and try to help the chil- 
dren before they get into trouble. 

Another avenue of attack by the 
youth board is the Street club project. 
Some 90 workers take to the streets to 
find youthful gangs, hang around with 
them, gain the confidence’ of‘ their 
members, arrange truces between 
gangs and redirect their energies. 

One of the ‘most outspoken among 
those who would like to see a number 


of changes take place in current think- 
ing about the needs of children is Dr. 
Melitta Schmideberg, director of the 
Association for the Psychiatric Treat- 
ment of Offenders, a welfare organiza- 
tion to which offenders in the New 
York area are referred for treatment. 

Dr. Schmideberg emphasizes that 
each society must expect the crimes 
that are tolerated or sometimes. even 
encouraged by popular attitudes. 

In the last year for which the figures 
are available, there were 133 arrests 
of children under 18 in the United 
States for murder and nonaccidental 
killing. Dr. Schmideberg notes that 
the comparable+figures for Eufopean 
countries are a great deal smajler. 

Perhaps, she suggests, our <delin- 
quency rates are increasing because 
our. society simply does not suffi¢iently 
abhor and disapprove of the\ many 
acts of violence, brutality, theft and 
destruction in which its youth indulges. 

Dr. Schmideberg finds it impossible, 
with almost all the young offenders 
she sees, to appeal to any deterrent 
short of institutionalization. One can- 
not appeal to the children’s religious 
beliefs—only a small fraction of them 
have any—or to their conscience or 
their concern. for their families or 
neighbors. The only thing one can 
appeal to in the majority of cases is 
their dislike of being locked up and 
even this is not very @¢ffective until 
they have had a taste of it. 

Punishment has become highly un- 
popular during the last few genera- 
tions. But Dr. Schmideberg believes 
that since children are not born with 
an innate appreciation of good con- 
duct, they have to acquire it through 
learning and she approves, as an aid 
in teaching them, of ‘“‘justified and 
moderate punishment—including spank- 
ing—by both parents and teachers.” 

Children today are extremely con- 
scious of their rights. They know all 
about what society owes them. Ap- 
parently a lesson that hasn’t been 
taught, at least so far, is what they 
owe society. ,

The act provides 
that for 80 days the strike shall 
be suspended, and that before 
75 days have passed the work- 
ers shall vote on the latest offer 
from management. 


Issue in Next Congress. 


If they reject this offer, they 
Can go on strike again on the 
eightieth day. This will take us 
into the first weeks of January. 

As things stand now, in all 
probability there wil] be no set- 
tlement by that time unless 
meanwhile. there has been built 
up a body of public opinion de- 
manding a settlement which will | 
find expression in the next ses- 
sion of Congress. 

At the moment, then, it is 
useful to ask ourselves why the 
Taft-Hartley Act does not fit the 
nature of this steel strike. Sen- 
ator Taft was an extremely in- 
telligent and experienced man, 
and we must not suppose that 
‘he did not realize the limitations 
of the Taft-Hartley Act. 


Taft Law Weakness. 


Thus the act provides that the 
board of inquiry shall make a 
statement which “shall not con- 
tain any recommendations.’’ At 
the end, then, of the 80-day in- 
termission the strike can be re- 
sumed without any impartial 
and responsible judgment as to 
how it ought to be settled.

It is interesting and one hopes 
it is significant of a change in 
Administration policy that the 
secretary of Labor, Mr. Mitch- 
ell, has in the past few days 
proposed that there should be 
Statutory authority to set up fact- 
finding boards independent of 
the Taft-Hartley Act procedure. 

rhis is a marked advance from 
the President's position of last 
July.

The statutory boards 
should have authorjty not only to 
find the facts but to mediate 
and to make recommendations 
on the basis of what they learned 
in mediating.

PERFORMS IN CIT

of Orchestra.

For the first attraction in its 
current series, the Civic Music 
League presented the National 
Ballet Theater of Finland last 
night at Kiel Auditorium. As far 
as it went, the evening was un- 
doubtedly successful, for the 
dancers were comely and dex- | 
trous, the costumes appropriate- | 
ly colorful, and the music suffi- | 
ciently innocuous so as not to 
detract from the stage activities. 


At the same time, I missed a| 
considerable number of the ap- | 
purtenances associated immem- 
orially with ballet. I missed, for 
example, an orchestra. Ballet 
music, unlike symphonic music, 


is essentially coloristic, dealing 
(as it does) with emotions and | 
descriptions, rather than the in- | 
tellectual workings-out, so dear | 
to the hearts and minds of | 
symphonists. When ballet music 
is translated from the orchestra 
to the medium of two pianos, the 
effect is somewhat akin to look-| 
ing at a black and white picture 
of a sunset. 

The absence of scenery and 
settings was likewise disconcert- 
ing, for the atmosphere of a 
scene is created, ordinarily, by 
the stage trappings before a sin- 
gle step has been taken. Subse- 
quent choreographic action de- 
velops this atmosphere, much as 
a painting fills out an appropri- 
ate and sympathetically con- 
ceived frame. There was only 
a spartan backdrop of black 
drapes last night. 

What distressed me most of 
all, however, was the lack of 
projection and characterization 
in the dancing itself. When the 
intent was frankly virtuoistic— 
as in the excerpt from ‘‘Harle- 
quin’s Millions’’ (music by

Ge)—the results were splendidly 
impressive, and I should like to 
pay special tribute to Doris 
Laine, Maj-Lis Rajala, Lisa 
faxell, Heikki Vartsi, Uno On- 
kinen and Leo Ahonen, who per- 
formed the solo parts with polish 
and elan. 

But the two narrative-dramatic 
ballets fared rather less well.

CULTURE PREDICTED 


Philadelphia Composer Says 
Trend Is Away From 
Radicalism. 


| United States composers have 
become less preoccupied with 
| radicalism and probably will 
build up a genuine culture of 
serious American music in the 
_ next half century, Vincent Persi- 
_chetti of the Philadelphia Con- 
servatory of Music said here to- 
day. 

Persichetti’s Symphony No. 7 
was commissioned to celebrate 
the eightieth anniversary of the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra. 
The symphony will have its 
| world premier in the orchestra’s 
opening concerts Saturday and 
| Sunday. 

Speaking at Graham Memorial 
Chapel at Washington Univer- 
_sity, Persichetti said native 
American composers made an 
excellent beginning in the 
Fighteenth century. At the time 
of the Revolution, he said, they 
were free of direct European in- 
fluence. 
Tendency to Sidestep. 

“But soon the European stand- 
ards of artistic excellence made 
American musicians _ self-con- 
scious and awkward,” he said. 
He said this was followed by a 
tendency to sidestep the Ameri- 
can heritage and turn to Europe 
for sustenance. 

Persichetti said it was not un- 
til the 1920s that American com- 
posers began searching once 
more for their own musical cul- 
ture. Sometimes this amounted 
to “blanket renunciations of es- 
tablished forms.” 

“The ingredients of jazz were 
often forced into their serious 
music but seldom blended,’’ he 
said. “There was a tendency to 
'work harder for 
sound than for content.”’ 


Composers ‘Rummage’ in Past. 

Persichetti, who is on the com- 
position faculty of the Juilliard 
School of Music, New York, said 
composers tend to obtain ‘‘nour- 
ishment”’ from the previous gen- 
eration.” He recalled _ that 
Beethoven drew from Haydn and 
Brahms from Beethoven.

NEW YORK, Oct. 21 (UPI)— 


“pleasingly wild’ righthanders 
who seem to improve with age, 
were named the major league 
pitchers of the year today by the 
United Press International. 


Wynn, a 22-game winner for 
the Chicago White Sox, won the | 
American League award with 23 
of a possible 24 votes from the 
committee of experts represent- 
ing every city in the league. The 
other vote went to Camilo Pas- 
cual who won 17 games for the 
Washington Senators. 


Jones, who appeared in 50 
games and had a 21-15 record for 
the San Francisco Giants, re- 
ceived 16 votes from the National 
League committee. Elroy Face, 
the amazingly successful relief 
ace of the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
got six votes and Johnny Anto- 
nelli of the Giants and Lew Bur- 
dette of the Milwaukee Braves 
received one each. 

It was something of a year 
of vindication for both award 
winners—Wynn because he had 
experienced two straight losing 
seasons and Jones because he 
proved he could win under the 
pressure of a pennant race. 


Wynn, 39, was the steady hand 
of the White Sox staff all season. 
He had a 22-10 record and a 
3.13 earned run average. With 
271 victories, he now is the big- 
gest winner among active major 
league pitchers and seems to 
have a good chance to make the 
300-club. Ye he started the sea- 
son as a definite question mark 
after successive 14-17 and 14-16 
seasons that seemed to indicate 
he was on the way down. 

Wynn, a native of Hartford, 
Ala., started his 19-year big 
league career with Washington 
in 1941. He went to Cleveland in 
1949 and pitched for the Indians 
until they dealt him to the White 
Sox on Dec. 4, 1957, in a trans- 
action that also involved Al 
Smith, Fred Hatfield and Minnie 
Minoso. , 

Jones, 34, a native of Stewarts- 
ville, O., doubled as a starter 
and reliever for the pitcher-thin 
Giants and wound up with a 2.89 
earned run average. Down the 
stretch, the 6-foot, 4-inch, 215- 
pound righthander turned out to 
be the clutch pitcher of the San 
Francisco staff and on the final 
Saturday of the season pitched 
a seven-inning no-hitter that kept

Some 60 per .cent of those 
interviewed were of the opin- 
ion that there would be more 
quail this year than last. Ap- 
proximately 25 per cent be- 
lieved the crop equals last 
year’s, and 15 per cent, mostly 
from the southwestern tier of 
counties, thought the popula- 
tion had decreased by a small 
percentage. As usual, birds in- 
capable of flight were sighted 
as late as mid-September but 
strong-flying coveys were seen 
as early as Aug. 15. 


30-Bird Covey 


One observer in Ripley coun- 


ty said he had flushed a covey 
containing some 30 young 
quail. The coveys will, accord- 
ing to most reports, average 
from 12 to 15 birds and in the 
better quail territories the 
hunters will find a covey to 
every 40 to 60 acres of suitable 
habitat. If the census runs true 
to form, a hunter with a cap- 
able dog should raise from 4 
to 6 coveys of birds during a 
day’s endeavor. 


The most optimistic reports 
from north Missouri centered 
in the Boone, Callaway, Au- 
drain, and Randolph county 
areas.

depends on the weather of July 
and August. During the drouth 
years, when ground tempera- 
tures soared to 120 degrees, 
many hen quail died on their 
nests while trying to bring 
forth broods. Chicks never 
escaped from their shells be- 
cause of the dry, searing heat, 
the few newly-hatched 
birds that survived for a few 
days were soon casualties for 
lack of water.

In the export market, Israel 
was reported to have purchased 
between 10,000 and 15,000 tons 
of red wheat for November ship- 
ment. West Germany bought sev- 
eral thousands tons of oats for 
shipment from the gulf. The 
continent bought parcels of soy- 
beans for November-December 
delivery. ' 


While good harvesting weather 
has prevailed for almost a week, 
there has not been much coun- 
try selling of corn or beans. 
Grainmen feel though that there 
will hardly be enough storage 
or crib space to take care of 
the corn surplus, which is around 
630,000,000 bushels more than 
last year, the previous record 
year for-corn production. 

The government’s weekly crop 
report says the corn harvest is 
lagging behind average west of 
the Mississippi river and near 
average in Illinois and Indiana, 
with picking in Illinois about 
3344 per cent completed and 
about 20 per, cent in Indiana. 
From Ohio eastward the harvest 
is substantially ahead of normal, 
the report states.

MANY A POOR GIRL has had the problem of keeping 
the poor wolf from her door.

Low-Salt Diet 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“JUST WHAT IS A SALT-FREE DIET? Does it mean 
no salt in food when it is cooked? That a person must not 
even eat canned food? ie” 


It isn’t salt, as such, that needs to be avoided in a so- 
called “salt-free diet.” It is sodium. And table salt is half 
sodium. For practical purposes there is no such thing as a 
“‘salt-free’’ diet, since it could be achieved. (if at all) only 
in a hospital under rigid supervision. Nor would an absolute 
absence of sodium be a good thing. 


But a low-salt (rather than a no-salt) diet is very good 
indeed for patients with certain disorders, mainly heart or 
kidney diseases which cause dropsy, or an accumulation of 
water in the body’s tissues. The presence of sodium beyond 
the essential needs of the body tends to make more water 
remain in the tissues. Lowering the amount of sodium lets 
the body get rid of this excess water. 

When we talk of a low-salt or ‘“‘salt-free” diet we gen- 
erally aim at limiting the patient’s salt intake to 500 or 1000 
miligrams per 24 hours—half a gram to one gram. A gram 
is about one-thirtieth of an,ounce. The average person, mean- 
time, ‘will be consuming many times this amount, or perhaps 
half an ounce of salt a day, give or take a bit. 


But aside from the salt itself, we get traces of 
sodium from other common things: Toothpastes, bak- 
ing soda, laxatives, etc. Therefore, the way to achieve 
a low-salt diet is for the patient to avoid anything that 
he knows to include salt. : 


Most canned food contains salt; my answer as to whether 
to avoid canned foods is this: Ask your doctor how strict a 
diet you require. Does he want you to avoid canned goods, 
or doesn’t he? Most assuredly, however, you will avoid 
salted foods such as nuts, fish, etc. Use NO salt in cooking. 
If the same meal is for others, they can add salt at the 
table. You yourself wil] use no salt at the table at all.

Piano Prodigy Returns in Triumph 


Malcolm Frager of St. ere Who Will Appear With Symphony, Started Musical Career at 6

NEW YORK, Oct. 21. 

When the announcement was 
made last month that Malcolm 
Frager had won the Leventritt 
Award in America’s most im- 
portant musieal competition, the 
24-year-old St. Louis pianist be- 
came a celebrity. Since then his 
phone has rung itself into a weak 
tinkle. He has had offers from 
all the largest American record 
companies. Management con- 
cerns have besieged him with 
contracts to take over the shap- 
ing of his career. He has been 
deluged with invitations to ap- 
pear on radio and television. Old 
friends, unheard from in years, 
have renewed acquaintanceship. 

Tall, immensely self-possessed, 
Frager is delighted with all the 
attention, but what pleases him 
most is the honor to be paid 
him by his own home town. 

The St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra, which by long tradition 
has opened its seasons with all- 
orchestral concerts, will break 
precedent this weekend. Frager, 
playing Prokofieff’s Concerto 
No. 2, with which he won the 
Leventritt Award, will be the 
symphony’s soloist for its Satur- 
day and Sunday concerts. And 
on Thursday, Frager, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Alfred Frager of 8145 
Balson avenue, University City, 
will be welcomed back home by 
Mayor Tucker of St. Louis and 
given the keys to the city. 

“It has all been tremendous 
and wonderful,” Frager said in 
an interview in his New York 
apartment before he left for a 
Tuesday concert engagement 
with the Denver Symphony. ‘But 
I've managed to stay calm. I 
have to. There’s a busy time 
ahead of me.” 

As a result of winning the 
Leventritt Award, Frager has 
been asked to appear with six 
symphony orchestras. Besides 
the Denver and St. Louis appear- 
ances, he will be soloist with 
New York Philharmonic Orches- 
tra next May. The New York 
Philharmonic has already re- 
ceived more than 1000 applica- 
tions for tickets to his concert. 
This is in addition to the regular 
ticket subscription. 

In the accepted tradition of 
musical genius, Frager showed 
promise at an absurdly early 
age. Born in 1935 in St. Louis, 
he gave his first public recital 
when he was 6 years old. At 10 
he appeared as soloist with the 
St. Louis Little Symphony Or- 
chestra under Stanley Chapple 
and later with the full St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra at a Young 
People’s Concert conducted by 
Vladimir Goldschmann. He re- 
ceived much of his early training 
from his aunt, Mrs. Evelyn Ru- 
benstein, 7446 Carleton avenue, 
University City. 

At 14 Frager left Hanley Jun- 
ior High School to pursue his 
piano studies in New York under 
Carl Friedberg, with whom he 
remained until the teacher’s 


. death in 1954. Living with va- 


rious families in New York, the 
young musician attended tutor- 


ing school but devoted himself 
almost entirely to his musical 
studies. 

At the age of 18, at his father’s 
urging, he finally decided to go 
to college. At Columbia Univer- 
sity he - majored in Russian, 
graduated magna cum laude and 
won election to Phi Beta Kappa. 
Then came Army service, with 
six months of basic training at 
Fort Leonard Wood. 

Frager took the Army, as he 
is taking his career, in stride. 


“IT was in a barracks with a 
lot of cowboys from Wyoming,” 
he recalled, grinning, “and 
they taught me a lot. We all 
chipped in to buy a radio and 
all they ever played on the 
thing was rock and roll and 
western music. Finally I quit 
fighting it. I decided there

was no use letting rock and 
roll make me miserable. So I 
started listening to it and do 
you know I wound up finding I 
could even enjoy it. 

*“‘“However, since my invest- 
ment In the radio was one 
whole dollar, I insisted on tun- 
ing in to classical music for 
one hour a week. The classical 
stuff pained those cowboys as 
much as rock and roll did me. 
But just as I learned to live 
with rock and roll, I think 
those cowboys actually got to 
the point where they could 
stand the classics. The whole 
thing did all of us a lot of 
good. I learned a great deal 
from those fellows.”

Dinner 

Six ounces vegetable juice, 
two Rye Krisps, four ounces 
lean beef, one-half cup carrots 
and peas, flavored with one-tea- 
spoon butter. One-half cup grape- 
fruit sections (fresh or water 
packed canned), one small po- 
tato, baked or boiled, with salt 
and parsley. Eight ounces skim

and Germany. Subsequently he 
captured the $1000 Michaels Me- 
morial Music Award in Chicago 
and last year the National So- 
ciety of Arts and Letters Career 
Award following a national piano 
competition held in Los Angeles. 
His first New York recital was 
given at Town Hall in 1952. 


During these formative years, 
he appeared as guest soloist with 
the Chicago Symphony Orches- 
tra at Ravinia, the Boston Pops 
Orchestra and the Detroit Sym- 
phony 


The Leventritt competition was 
especially exciting this year. The 
foundation, established in 1940 by 
Edgar M. Leventritt, lawyer and 
friend of music, this year cele- 
brated its twentieth anniversary 
by sharing the finals of the com- 
petition with the public. It en- 
gaged Carnegie Hall and the 
Symphony of the Air and per- 
suaded Alfred Wallenstein to con- 
duct. Thus the finalists in the 
contest were given the challenge 
of playing before a large audi- 
ence for the top prize. 

After Frager won the award, 
New York Times music critic 
Howard Taubman wrote: ‘‘He de- 
served to win. He had the tech- 


nique and poise tor an accom- 
plished performance of Proko- 
fieff’s Concerto No. 2. Under the 


terms of the foundation’s rules, 
‘no winner is chosen unless he 
or she is ready not only for sev- 
eral orchestral appearances but 
also for an immediate career as 
a concert artist.” Mr. Frager 
qualifies. 

“Not that he played as well 
as he will on later occasions. 
But he showed enough grasp of 
the music, wisely chosen for his 
technical and interpretative re- 
sources, to give his listeners the 
confidence and pleasure one 
shou'4 derive from an expert 
profe «.snal performer. Natural- 
ly, he will mature. Naturally, the 
competition imposed a strain on 
him, visible or not, which would 
be likely to affect his playing. A 
competition is an ordeal by 
fire.” 

Warm and friendly by nature, 
Frager has a personality that 
cannot fail to complement his 
talent and help his career as a 
concert pianist. Unmarried and 
with little time to devote to any- 
thing but his music, he lives a 
quiet life aside from public per- 
formances. He

tween four and six hours each 
day. 

“Some people starting out 
practice endlessly,” he _ ex- 
plained. “But for me too much 
practice is senseless. If my ear 
becomes numb, I only hear | 
notes, not music.”
